-The ultimate 
imposition of drastic financial meas­ 
ures, maintenance of t! «• embassy at 
the Vatican and pacifir: tion of in 
temal distention, hut above pH real 
security for France we: e the prime 
points of the ministerial declaration 
of the Painleve-Briand cabinet read 
before the Senate thia afternoon. 
France has had a “bitter dissilus- 
ionment,” 
the 
statement 
declares, 
“but is determined to look the facts 
in the face.” 
The statement appealed to “the 
national concord,” with reference to 
the finances. A tumult in the Cham­ 
ber of Deputies greeted the minis­ 
terial declaration and 
last 
minute 
changes. 
In the chamber there 
was 
both 
“booing” and “cheériflg ” 
Financial 
Minister Caillaux was greeted with 
“bolo” with a reference to Bolo Pasha 
with whom Caillaux at one time waa 
accused of association. 
Order was 
finally restored and Premier Painleve 
began reading the declaration. ~ 
The statement said France would 
maintain all her present treaties and 
“pursue the execution of the Dawes 
plan at the same time of the settle 
ment of the inter-allied war debt.” 
Regarding the finances the statement 
declared, "When we have succeeded 
finally and definitely in balancing the 
budget we will take the state out o1! 
the role of the banker which it has 
been made to fill, then we will be 
obliged to aak great sacrifices of the 
nation. Wa will appeal to all citizens 
for national concord.” 
The government pronounced in fav­ 
or of the maintenance at the Vatican 
calling the official “a highly qualified 
representative” instead of an ambas­ 
sador. 
The declaration makes the reduc­ 
tion and reorganization of the army 
contingent upon the national defense 
and security of the French frontiers. 
The government said it would go slow­ 
ly and carefully to establish French 
control in Alsace-Lorraine,

This war ¡ 
without quarter is the^one man is waging against insects. 
A total of $170.000 is being spent in Brooklyn to rid 
the borough of caerpillars. 
Health officers all over the 
country are waging wars on flies. 
Millions of dollars 
worth of cotton are being destroyed by the boll weevil. 
And as fast as the weevil Is eradicated, new pests take 
their place. 
The com borer, the wheat pests, the San Jose fruit 
scale take their billion-dpllar tolla annually. 
Some scientists estimate that half o f the potential crops 
of America are destroyed by insects. 
The toll In death 
germs spread cannot be estimated. 
Civilization has conquered the tiger and the coyote. 
Even the disease germ is fighting a losing battle. 
But 
the war of man versus insect goes on, and the insect 
seems not to have lost an inch. 
Housewives who find on some fine morning that several 
millions of ants have invaded the home declare war at 
once and it is a fight that does not end until the ants are 
all killed or have all fled in despair. 
Then, too, even 
in the cleanest and tidiest of homes, it will be found that 
the most obnoxious of insects, the bed-bug, has made its 
appearance. That is a signal for another war, and it is a 
bitter one, fought with poisons and without the least bit 
of mercy toward the invading enemy. 
Even the lover of out-door recreation does not escape, 
for in many pprts of the South the chiggar is a pest of 
the most persistent type. They cannot be seen except in 
mass formation, when thousands of them gather at one 
spot on white clothing, preparaory to “digging in," but 
they can be felt quickly and painfully. 
Apparently there is no escape from the insect enemy.
